WASHINGTON, May 27.—The United States House of Represent- | 


atives Banking Committee today approved the administration bill to 
outlaw the “gold clause” of contracts and to make all contracts— 


both private and public—payable 


WASHINGTON, May 27—The 
United States administration mov- 
ed Friday to elevate silver and 
Paper money to the same legal 


standing as gold. A bill sent to 
congress by the treasury was 
started on its way toward passage 
in both house of representatives 
and senate. It is designed to 
authorize the use of legal tender 
money in the fulfillment of all 
existing and future contracts, pri- 
vate and international. 


The measure brought an immedi- | 
ate assertion from Senator Carter | 
Glass, Democrat from Virginia, that | 
the measure would be held uncon-, 
stitutional “If there is any integrity | 
left in the courts with regard to| 


the sanctity of contracts.” 

It was described by Mr. Roose- 
velt as simply designed to legalize 
an already existing fact since the 
United States went off the gold 
standard in effect by the imposition 
of the recent gold embargo and the 
issuance of the presidential order 
calling in gold held by private cit- 
izens. 

The proposal would permit the 
government as well as __ private 
debtors to meet their obligations 


in legal tender money. 
with legal tender money instead of 
| gold. 

| Despite outspoken opposition 
from some members of both major 
political parties, plans were made 
for its speedy consideration. 

The resolution, introduced by 
Chairmen Fletcher and Steagall of 
| the senate and house banking com- 
| Mittee’s respectively, reads: 
| “Every obligation, heretofore or 
| hereafter incurred whether or not 
| any such provision is contained 
| therein or made with respect 
| thereto, shall be discharged upon 
payment, dollar for dollar, in any 
coin or currency which at time 
of payment is legal tender for 
public and private debts.”

| been a moot question since Presi- | 


|dent Roosevelt took the United 
|States off the gold standard and 
| issued regulations against 
hoarding of metal. Chairman Stea- 
gall said the resolution was to move 
to “repeal the gold standard by 
statute.” 

He added it would greatly facili- 
tate administration of the orders 
against hoarding,,and. , 
lexisting uncertainty in business.

“The government is no 
more to blame for the article than 
a man on the street,” he said.

Noted Economist Sees 
' Success for Forthcoming * 


Conference 


TORONTO, May 27.—The current 
world problem is broadly three- 
fold in its phases, Sir Josiah Stamp, 
internationally known economist, 
said last night in an address at the 
special convocation of University of 
Toronto, assembled to confer the 
honorary degree of LL.D, on Sir 
Josiah and a number of other di 


tinguished men in public life. of 
Canada and United States 

Firstly, said Sir Josiah in the 
principal address of the function, 


there was the question of the “ma- 
chinery of control and direction, 
the political form of society.” Sec- 
ondly, not only the mental and in- 
tellectual quality of leadership, but 
also what he termed “followership.” 
And, thirdly, he-said, there was the 
“moral consistency of the material 
governed.” 

“The institutions of democracy,” 
he said, “are useful in working out 
such preblems as communal ex- 
penditure and the provision of pub- 
lic services, but are less well adapt- 
ed for producing correct action on 
foreign affairs or niatters of inter- 
national reaction. And most of our 
greatest and most crucial problems 
today are economic and interna 
tional in character.”

The Premiers’ plan, to which Canada’s official 
representative gives the credit for this showing, 
had three main planks. The unit value of the 
Australian pound was divorced from gold, and re- 
duced to the level of five Australian pounds to four 
British pounds. There was a slight but rigidly 
controlled inflation of the volume of the currency. 
A refunding scheme was put through which cut 
the rates on Commonwealth, state and municipal 
debis, and rates on commercial loans were corre- 
spondingly reduced 

The results, as stated above, are that the national 
treasury now shows a surplus, that taxation is being 
reduced, that exports are meeting all foreign obli- 
gations, that producers have been able to meet 
their’ payments and taxes, that a definite industrial 
up-turn has come about, that political conditions 
are stable, and the Commonwealth is in position 
to take immediate advantage of any improvement 
in world conditions. 

In a word, a country that was three years ago 
considered bankrupt has achieved a fair condition 
of prosperity despite the world depression, mainly 
by the adaptation of money policy to the conditions 
of the time. 


This report from Canada’s trade agent at Mel- 
bourne is the sufficient comment upon the sneers 
with which our Ministers at Ottawa have greeted 
every suggestion that they follow Australia’s lead. 
The Commonwealth deflated the unit value of its 
currency, sold its products, paid its internal debts 
public and private, cut down its interest overhead, 
set its finances in order, and is reducing taxation. 
Ottawa maintained the dollar, deflated everything 
else, let debts accumulate public and private, 
allowed foreign trade to go to pieces, hoisted tax- 
ation to unheard of levels, and has been doing its 
book-keeping in red ink.

A collection was made of pieces 
of smoking tobacco; a dance fol- 
lowed, a captain made a _ hot 
speech, recalling the previous pro- 
tection of the Manitou, and then 
the Indians, in great solemnity, 
threw the tobacco into the seeth- 
ing waters, sang a lament or two, 
and then resumed the journey 
back to Montreal, which was 
reached in half the time taken in 
the ascent of the Ottawa.

Health and Diet Advice

OVERCOMING INFANTILE MENTAL 
FIXATIONS 


Fixations are very common and we all se exar, 
ples of them. A fairly well-known example of a 
fixation comes to light when we hear of a girl of 
sixteen who marries a man old enough to be he; 
father; she probably has a “father-fixation.” Anothe: 
fixation ocurs when a person is strongly attracted 
to members of his own sex; thus women may limit 
their friendships to other women or men may spend 
all their emotional energy on friendship with men 
Such examples are more easily explained if we 
know a little about fixations and how they occur 


A fixation many be defined as a stopping in 
emotional progress. Each one of us goes through 
at least four stages in growing up and while we are 
passing through them, they are normal and helpful 
But if, for any reason, the eemotions are stopped at 
one of the early stages then the emotional life may 
remain “fixed” at an immature stage. In growing 
up, it is allright for one to go through these variou: 
periods, keeping a wholesome part of each one, but 
it is not normal to stay at any one stage and neglect 
the next one. 

The fixation may occur because of some very 
deep enjoyment which has come about at that stage 
which made such a lasting impression that a desire 
was created to keep it as long as possible.

The young child loves 
his body, he loves to eat and to admire himself 
One who is fixed at this slage shows a marked 
interest in his body and the joys of muscular effort, 
He may become an athlete with no interest in busi- 
ness or marriage, or he may find his main satisfac- 
tion in eating, or he may pay all his attention to 
clothes and his appearance. All his love is centred 
on himself. 


The second stage is from five to eight and the 
attention centres around the parents; the boy 
usually idolizes the mother and the girl her father. 
If a fixation occurs et this stage the boy may go on 
looking for a mother and marry a woman who re- 
sembles her. He has a “mother fixation.” 

At about eight to thirteen the interest is trans- 
ferred to the child's friends. The become 
violently opposed to showing any affection for those 
His friendships are for other boys and he 
has no use for girls.

Opposing the boy only forces him to 
run away from home, or makes him resentful. 

The next is the adolescent stage when the nor- 
mal being becomes interested in the opposite sex 
and if he develops as he should, settles down into 
married life. A bacheior is a man who enjoys the 
company of so many girls to such an extent that 
he is entirely unable to progress to the final stage, 
where he can be satisfied in a normal married 
relationship, where one person is loved. 


After attaining adulthood, the normal individual 
does not drop all these earlier interests; he is still 
interested in eating, in exercise, in buying clothes, 
in games, in friendships with those of his own sex, 
with those older than he, and with those of the
